oaRO, acd fonr of tba condemned anar- 
chists have been hangsa, tha execution 
taking plaoe at 11: 5-1. Governor Ogleaby 
saw fit to commute the sentences of 
Fielden atd Sohwab, whioh does not 


to be a wise eiarcise of executive 


oleoiencj. 
Bat tho governor felt war- 


rentad in taking this oonrso and probably 
on the whole ho did the wisest thing. 
There 16 no doubt that Fielden and 
Schwab are »s guilty ae Spies and Par- 
sons, for the supreme court of Illinois 
after carefully reviewing the evidence, 
said in the case of Fielden, '"There is ev- 
idence ot a very distinct and positive 
character that Fielden shot at the police." 
And in the ciae of Schwab, it unani- 
mously agreed that "there is evidence 
enough in the record to sustain tbo find- 
ing o* the jury," It is possible, and even 
very likely, th&t if the four executed ores 
had individually asked Cor a commuta- 
tion, it may have been crantA}. But 
with them, it was au unconditional par- 
don or death. 


£x-3poaker Huino?, or Illinois, who 


appeared bcforu Governor Ogleeby to 
argue for a commutation of the sentences 
of. tho condemned anarchists, told thfl 
governor that "in the stato ot Wisconsin 
no man has ever been executed for any 
crime whatever, and yet 110 one is com- 
plaining aK^ioet tho law of that state." 
Mr. Humes did iiot state the facts to 
Govemcr Oulesby. 
By » vote ot the 


people, capital punishment was abol- 
liebed in this state iu 1803, and previous 
to that time (here hud been two or three 
executions for murder. 


Governor O«lcsby has bad a heavier 


loud to carry durmu the pant week than 
any man occupying an official position 
in Europoor America.—Chiwjo Journal. 


Yes, and ho earned the loud courage- 


ously, nud had more backbone than many 
supposed. The appeals for meroy which 
•were based on the gronnd of "public 
policy," did not cituso Governor Ofclesby 
*o take pity on tbe murderers, and forget 
the seven murdered inon. Men who 
have respect for law and order applaud 
Governor Oglesby for the firm stand he 
has taken. The people ot Chicago who 
are opposed to social revolution and have 
tha courage to express their sentiment, 
not only approve, of the aotion ot Gover- 
nor OglD»by, but they bave re-elected 
Judge Gary, who tried the anarchists, by 
50,000 majority.

Spies, Parsons, Eugel andFiscber, 
were hanged this morning at tho county 
jail, a little after eleven o'clock. There 
was no disturbance of enykicd.

Smith Harris, this Man VTbo 


Built tho First Stcambonton tho 


tTpper Mlsslsslp]*!. 


Captain D. H. Smltb HaiTis, of this city, 


says a Gnlona (Ills.) correspondent of tbo 
Cblcaso Serald, is probably tho oldest 
surviviDe sottler io tho Northwest, bavins 
been a i-ssidont of tho Galena lead mines 
for a period of sixty-four yoars continu- 
ously. Ho is also tho pionoor steamboat 
captain of the Uppor Mississippi, and wan 
tho first person to navigato tho Wisconsin 
rivor, Lake St. Croix aud tbo Minnesota 
rivor with a steamboat. 
Captain Harris' 


lifa has boun an eventful one, inasmuch as 
ho has scon tho ffroat Northwest grow up 
from its primeval state, uhuos: its only in- 
habitant tho rod man, into nstar.uof civiliz- 
ation wondorfnl to contemplate, when 
tbo comparatively shore period ot' time in 
which it Las boon accomplished is tftkon 
into consideration. 
Thu correspondent 


had a pleasant Interview with tho old cap- 
tain at bis boautiful house in this city, 
and 
gleaned from him 
miinv 
inter- 


esting facts relating to the pioneor days 
0:1 tho Upper Mississippi. Ho was born in 
Courtrigbt, Delaware County, N". Y., July 
24, 3S03, and 
is therefore close to his 


oightioth yoar, notwithstanding which his 
stop is as linn, his body as m-cot, his 
strength as sroat, and his intellect as 
clear and unimpaired as it was at thirty. 
Ho loft Cincinnati,whore tho family dtvolt 
at tlio time, in company with bis father, 
tho lato James Han-is, April 2S, ISil, on 
board the koolboat Colonel Burn ford, load- 
ed with about eighty tons of stores, min- 
ing utensils, etc., for the lead mines of J.a 
Fevro, now Galena, and nCtor a most 
hazardous and laborious passago, the en- 
tire distnnco beiny made in tiio Buynford, 
they touchod at this port on the tt)th o( 
Juno o£ tho samo yoar. Tho keel-boat ot 
pionoor times was built liko the barp/o 0[ 
tbo present day, with n deck and gang- 
way on each side, fore and 
lift. 
Tho 


steering apparatus consisted of n lonfr 
blade-like onr at tho storn. similar to raft- 
rudders now used on the rivorM. 
There 


were various modes ot propolin™ thorn, 
tbe raost common buinff rowinpr, poloing. 
cordolin?;, busluvlinokins, towing and Kail- 
ing. 
"Cordoling," resorted to in tho doop, 


swift currents, consisted of the tov.-in^ of 
a ropo or line in a small skift to n tree, to 
tho body of which it was attached, tlioso 
on board carrying tho keel-boat end over 
their sbotildors from forward to aft, tho 
first man lotting go his hold on reaching 
tbo stern and dropping in behind, each 
ono doing tho same in turn.

in this way, it may well be iinivfiinod, was 
both laborious and slow.

ing" was resorted to whenever running 
close to banks linad with willow.*, tbo lat- 
ter being grasped and tho boat pulled for- 
ward in much tho same manner as cordol- 


in describing his trip up tho Mississippi 


after leaving tho mouth of the Ohio, Cap- 
tain Harris stated that nt the placo where 
Cairo now stands thoro was but one build- 
ing, a sort of store-ho-.iso for tho benefit of. 
keel-boat navigators. At A l t o n n n d Cliirlts- 
villo wore small settlements, and at Han- 
nibal thoro was but ono log cabin and a 
small blacksmith shop kept by John S. 
Slillor, who emigrated to Galona tho samo 
yoar(182S), and left the phico without a 
settlor. At what Is now Quincy thore was 
but ono log cabin, built and occupied by 
"Woods, who afterward became Lieuton- 
ar.t-Govorr.or and Acting Governor of tbo 
State of Illinois. 
Thin intrepid pioneer 


was "batching it," alono by himself, and 
wus engaged in clearing up a small place 
lor farming purposes. 
At Warsaw, orig- 


inally Fort Edwards, thore was not a 
single family of settlors, and tht» sumo is 
truo of what is no\v Rock Island, tbon Fore 
Armstrong. At both thocoplaces tho Gov- 
ernment bad garrisons oC soldiers, who 
entertained tho Han-is voyagers hospita- 
bly on thoir way up t^ie rivor. Tho lat- 
tor, in return for tho cordial wolcoino ex- 
tended them, presented th» ofllcers with n 
quantity of choice old whisky, and, as tiio 
tho Captain states, "all 
hands got very 


mellow" botoro thoy parted. Th-j In-.t 
farm house bet\voon St. Louis and Galona 
wa-s at Cotton Wood Pratrio, tho present 
site of Canton, It was occupied by ono 
Csptain White, who was prominently 
Idcntillod with tho early history ot that 
portion ot tho Northwest.

of Galena 
when tho Harrises reached 


hero in June, 13-23, consisted of about a

To Captain Harris and his brother, It 


Scribe Harris, belongs the credit, no doubt, 
oC building tho lirst steamboat on tho Mis- 
sissippi north oC tho Ohio. This vossol 
was tho "Jo Davioss," which wai built 
at Galena iu tho winter of 3S.>'>—J, nr.d 
was run many ysars by tho owners in tho 
upper rivor trado. Captain Harris is of! 
tho opinion that the second vossol built 
on tho river was tho steamboat "Oak," 
which was launched at St. Loi.is tho samo

first steamboat to nscend tho Upper

Tho vessel landod hero in 
tho fore part of June, 3S23, and attor dis- 
charging a large quantity of freight aud 
passengers, proceeded up tho river to 
For.t Snolling with a load of supplies for

navigation increased gradually from that 
time on, superseding tho keel-boat system

Captain Harris, whilo comuiandcr oC a 


steamboat

3834, became intlmatoly acquainted with 
Joilorson Davis, who was frequently ono 
of his passengers, and who was stationed 
at Prairie du Chion under Genera! Tay- 
lor. Eo also know Governor Cass, of 
llichlgan, who visited Galrna in 1S27, on 
bis way frora Green Bay to St, Louis in a 
bark canoe.
